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A Letter From Morton to 


Cheney of Denver. 


"CAUSE" AND "EFFECT" MIXED 


The Quantity of Coin Money Re- 


quired to Do Business Stead- 


ily Decreasing. 


WASHINGTON, May ?.• — Secretary Mor- 


ton has written a letter to James A. 
Cherry of Denver in answer to a letter 
from that gentleman criticising some 
statements in the interview with the 
Secretary of Agriculture printed two 
weeks ago, which caused HO much com- 
ment. It is as follows : 


"From your letter of April 22, 1H05, it 


appears you and I perfectly agree in the 
fundamental point, namely, demand 
and supply inexorably regulate all val- 
ues whatsoever at all times and in all 
places. At what points do we begin to 
separate from each other and then go on 
to conclusions BO utterly diverse? These 
points arc only two — the liret historical 
and the second logical. 
"First, you assume certain proposi- 


tions to he true of silver, which are not 
historically true at all, but quite the re- 
verse of true. You say, for instance, 
'until 1873 the chief neo of silver was for 
coinage.' It had other uses, but the de- 
mand for its coinage purposes was steady 
and constant. 


"On this point yon havo been mon- 


strously misinformed. The first federal 
coins of silver were minted in 17!)4 ami 
of gold in 1795. Their ratio was rue- 
oinmended by Alexander liumilton and 
fixed hy act of congress. It was 15 to 1. 
It waa hoped thus to keep the two met- 
als in equilibria on the coinage). lint 
they would not even come into equili- 
bria on the coinage. But they would 
not come into equilibrio on that ratio, 
still less would they stay there. Only 
S21 silver dollar oiecea were coined at ; 
the American mints during the entire 
year of 1805, because the silver was 
worth more out of coinage than in it, 
und worth more for export than for do- 
mestic money. What was the matter 
with those silver dollars?

TROUB LE ANTICIPATED. 


A Revolution Believed to be Pend- 


ing in Ecuador. 


WAimiN<mHt, May 7.—The fact leaked 


out at the navy department today, after 
having been successfully hidden from 
the public for a week, that the United 
Statessteamer Hanger had been ordered 
from Buena Ventura, Colombia, on May 
2d, to Ksmeralda, a port in northern 
Ecuador, where aho probably has been 
for the last four days, the voyage being 
only about 450 miles in length. This 
order was issued at the request of the 
state department, where it waa stated 
the request had been made because the 
department had been convinced by rep- 
resentations made by Americans having 
interests in Ecuador that it, would be 
wise to do so. No further statement as 
to the nature of the trouble in Ecuador 
could bo gathered at the state depart- 
ment, but from other sources it is 
learned that a revolution-is believed to 
be impending in that country. Some 
American corporations have large inter- 
ests in silver mines and other properties 
in Ecuador, and it was upon their rep- 
resentations that the state department 
acted, although it has no assurance that 
a revolution has actually broken out. 


The Monterey nt Panama. 


WASHINGTON, May 7.—The coast de- 


fense vessel Monterey arrived at Panama 
today from Acapulco, Mexico. 
Her 


original orders were to proceed to Cal- 
lao, Peru, but those are now subject to 
consideration in view of the internal 
trouble in that country and the lact 
of the sending of the Alert to San Juan 
Bel Sur, Nicaragua, left the iatlunua un- 
protected, while the fact that the revo- 
lution in Colombia ia still in progress 
will probably cause the navy depart- 
ment to detain the Monterey at Panama 
for a time.

1873 aa the time of the demonetization 
of silver. Unlesst I am mistaken the 
silver dollar ia not at all one or the 
other, in the act of 1873. All the 
demonetization of silver, as I under- 
stand it, that ever came about in thia 
•country, happened in the law of 185H 
-after full discussion and practically will 
unanimity when confess introdncec 
the subsidiary silver coinage, of which a 
nominal dollar's worth weighed 6.91 per, 
cent leas than tho silver dollar, and uleo 
took away the legaltender quality of all 
silver in payment of debts of over $5 in 
amount. 
"Second, you employ over and over 


again in your letter two moat common 
logical fallacies that enter into theapeech 
of argumentative 
men 
everywhere, 


namely, putting cause into the place of 
effect and assuming that, because one 
thing happened after another in point of 
time, therefore it was the result of that 
•other. 
"Let ua look candidly together at the 


two or three instances of this taken at 
random. You ask, 'What created de- 
mand?' and answer, 'Use.' I ask, in 
my turn, 'What createu use?' and an- 
awer, 'Demand.' 


"Why ia it there ia so little aae of sil- 


ver dollars in thia country today, while 
there are millions UDOU millions of them 
lying idle? 
"I anawer confidently because there 


ia no adequate demand for them. Have 
you not innocently but badly mixed up 
'cause' and 'effect' in thu- case? De- 
mand, in the commercial ee,>Dv, is noth- 
ing but desire for something on tbe pstt 
of one man, coupled with hia willing- 
nesa to pay something for it satisfactory 
to the other who owns it. 
" 'Use' of that thing, no matter wh:>! 
it Is, only follows the 'demand' for it. 
You have helplessly put the cart before 
the horse. What is the sense of clam< 
•oring fitill for 'unlimited coinage* when 
the treasury cannot get rid by hook or 
-crook of those already coined and lying 
in useless heaps? They are well mint- 
•ed, of just .weight, nine-tenths fine, are 
legal tender for all debts, and bear the 
legend, 'In God Wo Truat,' What ail 
them? I answer, and so must you, on 
reflection, there ia no 'demand' for them 
and therefore no 'uae' for them. 


"Mr. Ecklee, the present comptrolle 


of the currency, lias made it probabl 
by careful inquiry instituted through 
hia department tlmt about 50 per can 
. of the retail houses of thia country ar 


doing business hy means of check 
•drawn on local banks and cleared by th 
banks with very little uae of coin*. Th 
relative employment of these inatru 
ments of credit ii constantly increaiin 
through the multiplication of banks an 
otherwise, of course also the quantity o 
<oin money required to do the bnainea 
of the world or of any advanced cnrrenc 
in the world, iittoaaily decreasing rela 
live to tho buslneisdonB."

Sacramento's Coroner Dead. 


SACRAMENTO, May 7.—John Miller, 


coroner of Sacramento county, died this 
afternoon. He had been a_sufferer for 
_ long time trom consumption. De- 
ceased was a native of Illinois, aged -16 
years. He has been a resident of Sacra- 
mento since 1867. 


CHICAGO, May 7.—A serious strike oc- 


curred this morning at the Illinois Steel 
Company's plant. 
Twelve hundred 


men threw down their tools and walked 
out. The strike resulted from a demand 
by tho furnace men for an increase of 
wages. Tho company refuses to grant 
the raise. 


The strike closed two blast furnaces, 


two others were undergoing repairs and 
the remaining four were at once shut 
down until the conclusion of the strike, 
the company deciding that it was un- 
wise to attempt to run until the mutter 
was settled. This action of the com- 
pany throw in all about 1350 men out of 
work. 


Tho strikers were at first disposed to 


be orderly and peaceable, but t Inter 
affairs took on an ugly aspect and it was 
found necessary to call the police to 
drive them out. 


Shortly before 6 o'clock toninht a 


crowd numbering about 1500 men 
forced their way past the watchmen at 
ono of the gates and proceeded to take 
possession of the company's property. 
They marched tirst to where some of the 
laboring men wero still at work and 
compelled them to quit work. 
Not 


much trouble was experienced with the 
laborers but when tho strikers entered 
tho machine shop, where about 400 ma- 
chinists aro employed, they met with a 
different 
reception. The machinists 


have a acalo of their own, and refused to 
quit or to allow themselves to bo driven 
out of tho yards. The strikers, who for 
the most part were Poles and Hunga- 
rians, made several attempts to per- 
suade the machinists to leave their 
work, but finding them' unsuccessful, 
they began an attack on tho machine 
shop with stones and such missiles as 
they could tind. The machinists for the 
moat part stood their ground and gave 
the strikers as good aa they sent. 


The tight waa growing warm, and 


broken heads and bloody noses were 
growing very common when tho police 
arrived. They were under the command 
of Captain Jenkins, who at once made 
a charge on the mob with his handful of 
o Ulcers. The strikers at first refused to 
give ground and the police used their 
clubs freely. This did not have the de- 
sired effect, and Captain Jenkins ordered 
his man to draw their revolvers and lire 
over their heads. As soon as this was 
done, tho mob broke and lied wildly 
from tho promises of tho company. The 
fight lasted only n few minutes, and 
thoru wua no more riottiig. 


Twenty-eight men who were leaders 


in the attack on thu works wero arrested 
and locked up. chirped with rioting. 
They are all Polos and Bohemians. 


During the riot in the yards four men 


wore painfully injured. Jack Shepard, 
a machinist, was struck on the head 
with a hammer and badly hurl;. Ed- 
ward Stmska, a striker, was badly 
bruised. Policeman Lelnecker waa hit 
with a coupling pin and had his head 
badly cot-with a brick.

No Checks for Triplets. 


WASHINGTON, May 7.—The report that 


President Cleveland had sent $500 to 
a family in. Decatur, Ind., on the occa- 
sion of a birth of triplets, which were 
named for the President's household, 
waa pronounced to be without founda- 
tion at the White House today. Fami- 
lies in.which triplets occur, when the 
President had been notified that they 
bear his name or the name of his fam- 
ily, receive a courteous letter of acknowl- 
edgment, but no checka. 


CUICAUO, May 7.—A special to the 


Post from Waahington Bays: The dis- 
covery ia miule that there is nn actual 
baaia for the report ttiat the Morflan- 
Rothschild syndicate is conspiring to 
corner the gold market, though the story 
baa been regarded as a foolish canard. 
It is a fact, however, that brokers repre- 
senting tho syndicate havo been paying 
a premium for the refined gold output 
of tho private rouners throughout tlio 
west during the last two months, autl 
that they aro accumulating lino uold at 
thu rate ot $2,500,000 to $3,000,000 per 
month, which represents fully two-thirds 
of the entire gold output of the United 
States. The attention of tho otllciala of 
the treasury department'was first at- 
tracted to tho peculiar business by tho 
sharp fulling off in the deposits of gold 
at the mints, and inquiry very soon de- 
veloped the fact that private parties 
wero buying the products of tho refin- 
eries. 


Further inquiry revealed that tlio 


metal WHS bought and wad drifting to 
Mow York, where it is being put in store 
to tho credit of the Morgan-Rothschild 
syndicate. In order to divert the stream 
from ita usual channels leading into the 
United States mints, thu private pur- 
chasers have been obliged to pay a pre- 
mium of IJu to l>a cssta. The premium 
paid for moat of the gold was M cc-rit, 
but so anxious havo been the buyers to 
increase their linea and get everything 
in sight that they have marked up their 
quotations during the last few days. At 
tho present time they are getting practi- 
cally tho entire outout of the united 
States, except from the extreme western 
coast. 


Many long-headed men in Waahing- 


ton and Wall street who are familiar 
with the methods of the parties compos- 
ing tho syndicate, have jumped to the 
conclusion that tho foundation is beiug 
laid for another bond deal before con- 
greaa meets again. The laat bond deal 
ot $64,000,000 has been pretty well 
closed out, over $51,000,000 Having been 
paid out of the $61,000,000, and it is 
generally 
believed that the entire 


amount will bu cleaned out before the 
lat day of August. Under the terms of 
the contract with the treasury depart- 
ment, the Morgan-Rothschilds syndicate 
has an option on any new bonds that 
may be issued by the government prior 
to October 1st next. The treasury ia 
absolutely in their hands until that 
date.

SAN FKASCISCO, May 7.—The China 


basin lease was rejected today by the 
Ban Francisco and San Joaquin Valley 
Railroad Company. In its amended 
form the document was held to contain 
conditions too onerous for acceptance 
and not to confirm to the spirit of the 
act of the legislature authorizing the 
lease of the water front property to a 
competing road. Tho 
directors ap- 


pointed Messrs. Magee, Sloes, Watt and 
Preston to communicate this determina- 
tion in writing to tho Governor, the 
Mayor and the Board of Harbor Com- 
missioners, who will assemble tomorrow 
morning to again consider the lease. 
There are two principal clauses to which 
objection ia made. These require the 
railroad company to build the restrain- 
ing wall and forbid tho iiaaigment or 
transfer of tho louse or any interest 
therein. 


"The lease was not accepted," said 


Vice President Watt, "because it iin- 
S 


oaed too onerous conditions on the San 
oaquin Valley Railroad Company, and 
hampered it in a manner not contem- 
plated by the legislature in the act 
which authorized the execution of the 
leaao to a competing road. Wo did not 
go through the document seriatim and 
did not take up the clauses inserted 
therein by Mayor Sutra, but confined 
our attention to the prohibition of as- 
signment and the obligations to build 
tho seawall. Tho second of these pro- 
visions ia objectionable for thu reason 
that it would prevent the floating of 
bonds, which, from the present outlook, 
Trill havo to bo done it the road la to 
come to San Francisco, and for the fur- 
ther season that it would prevent us 
from placing a mortgage, which you 
know would be a lien on all of the prop- 
erty, and might bu construed as an at- 
tempt at assignment involving tlio for- 
feiture oE the lease of thu basin. While 
there is no prospect of trouble nt pres- 
ent, it is always well to provide for the 
worst, and if misfortune or insolvency 
should overtake the company an assign- 
ment or transfer to Its new owners, the 
shareholders would carry a road with- 
out a tormimiB as tho lease would have
